Coming so suddenly, the death of 
the King cannot but bring the great- 
est sorrow to the nation, in whose 
hearts Edward, first as Prince of 
Wales, and afterward as sovereign, 
heid first place. 

Edward VII's short reign has been 
@ history of stirring times. It opened 
‘with the conclusion of peace after a 


long and trying campaign in South 


Africa, and concludes at the crisis of 
one of the most momentous political 
struggles of modern times between the 
Peers and Commons. In a day the po- 
litical outlook of Great Britain has 
been revolutionized. 

Gathered around the bedside of the 
dying King were the Queen and 
Princesses. No hope had been held 
out throughout the day for the recov- 
ery of His Majesty, whose death, it is 
believed, was due to pneumonia, fol- 
lowing bronchitis, contracted shortly 
after his return from Biarritz. Only a 
day or two ago the King was con- 
ducting the business of state and g¢iv- 
ing orders, but on Wednesday he was 
compelled to submit to physicians’ or- 


DECLINE WAS RAPID. 
Since then until the end his decline 
was rapid. He was seriously 11] hard- 
‘ly more than three days. 

The Prince of Wales succeeded to the 
throne immediately according to the 
laws of the kingdom, without oficial 
ceremony. 

His first official act in pursuance of 
custom was to dispatch to the Lord 
Mayor of London the announcement 
of his Father's death.

Some of the King’s friends are con- 
vinced that worry over the political 
situation, aggravated, if it did not 
cause, the fata! illness. 

Besides the few relatives in Eng- 
land, the Duke of Fife and the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury were. in the 
death chamber. 

The King’s brother, the Duke of 
Connaught, with his family, is at 
Suez, hastening home from Africa. 

The King’s daughter, Queen Maud 
of Norway, will start for England to- 
morrow. 


The intellijence that the end of 
King Edward's reign had come was 
not a surprise at the last.

Albanian Revolt by no Means Crushed. 
Sultan's Troops Cooped Up in 
Pass,

VIENNA, May' 6.—{Exclusive Dts- 
patch.} Dispatches from Albany to- 
day indicate that the Turkish position 
is growing much less favorable and 


means is insight. As a matter of fact, 
the decisive struggle is only beginning. 

The Turkish troops are constantly 
confronted with new difficulties. After 
expelling the rebels from the Kachanik 
Pass, disarming the population and ap- 
parentiy restoring order, they were 
surprised by the Albanians, who sud- 
 denly attacked and seized an ammunil- 
tion train, thus inflicting a severe 
moral and material loss upon the 
Turks. 

A similar situation has arisen at the 
Stimlja Pass, which again is occupied 
by thousands of Albanians, who have 
thus cut off a whole Turkish brigade 
under Shefket Pasha. 

Recognizing the immediate peril of 
the situation the Turkish commander 
has sent a strong force of artillery and 
infantry to recapture the defile, 

These incidents show the immense

‘today in the divorce court. She grad- 
uated from Smith College and went to 
the Hawaiian Islands to teach in thé 
government schools, became infatuated 
with a native Hawaiian real estate 
man, a member of the University Club, 
whose wife was a native Hula dancer, 
and within six months married him 
and then left him. She says he got rid 
of his pative wife to marry her, but 
abused ar until. she fled from him to 
return to the United States. The 
woman is a mere girl. In her com- 
plaint for divorce she charged cruelty. 
She declared in court that they were 
married the day after’Christmas, 1908, 
and that within three months she re- 
signed from her position in the goyr- 
ernment Normal School at Honolulu 
and took the-first steamer for San 
Francisco in fear that her husband 
would kill her, as he declared he would.

Christian, sister of the late King; to 
the War Office dignitaries and sub- 
instructors; to Scotland Yard, and to 
the chiefs of the transport service, 
not to mention lesser lights like Sir 
Thomas Lipton, and dukes and earls 
and cabinet officials. 

ACTUAL PLEASURE. 

For three years Stanton was with 
Edward, and in his household, and he 
says: ‘““Teaching him and the members 
of his family to ride bicycles and to 
enjoy motoring, was an actual pleas- 
ure. People who imagine that, they 
were anything but the most kindly of 
patrons, have a badly mistaken notion. 
Of course, it was a bit amusing to 
have to remove one’s het or cap and 
bow to the children of Erince George, 
who is pow the King of England, but 
who was at the time I refer to, Prince 
of Wales. Sut one reagéily gets ac- 
customed to these matters. The lit- 
tle folks were good natured and not a 
to get along with. When | 
left England every one of them could 
either operate an auto or a bicycle, 
it all depended on the length of their 
years of life.

made to suit his ‘estibes: He took a 
real interest in this feature of motor- 
ing, and we planned severa! of his cars 
together. The King and other Eng- 
lish gentlemen would as soon think of 
buying a stock auto as they would 
of ordering a hand-me-down suit of 
clothes. Every part of the King’s 
cars was specially made and. tested 
for him. One feature of all his cars 
was that the entrance was in the rear. 
All of them Were covered. Every 
driver that entered the King’s employ 
had_to be an expert, but none of them 
knew more about the machines than 
Edward himeelf. 

“There was one peculiarity of the 
King that was not well known, and 
that was his persistency in using the 
word ‘woolly.’ If anything unpleasant 
occurred, or if anything went amiss, 
with him it was invariably character- 
ized as ‘woolly.’ He didn’t like news- 
paper reporters, and the click of a 
camera would make his hair stand up. 
He was just like any American gen- 
tleman would be, and he took a decided 
interest in the United States, especial- 
ly during the time of the Spanish - 
American War.” 

So that he could take charge of the 
auto instruction department for § the 
English War Office, as recommended 
by King Edward, Stanton found it 
necessary to become an English citi- 
zen. He had practically lost his Amer- 
ican citizenship during his many years 
abroay. “Ambassador Choate kept me 
an American by means of passports 
until he could do so no longer,” says 
Stanton. Since his return to his native 
country, he finds it necessary to again 
Change his allegiance. Stanton is a 
native of Fort Wayne, Ind. Whén a 
came to Los Angeles a few months ag 
he brought a letter of introduetion 
from Sir Thomas Lipton. 


EDWARD VII AS LEADER 
OF SOCIAL ENGLAND. 


In social functions King Edward al- 
ways took an active part. He was 1 
fairly good speaker, by no means an 
orator,. but capable of expressing him- 
self y in a manly, straightforward fash-~ 
ion on ordinary practical subjects. 

He never hesitated to preside at 
public dinners, having for their object 
charitable or benevolent work, and his 
presence would always insure to the 
undertaking he patronized considerable 
financial guccess. 

As a Prince he had to take part in 
scores of public movements all over the 
country, and he went everywhere. Not 
only did he visit other countries, not- 
ably the United States, Canada and In- 
dia, but there is scarcely a district in 
the United Kingdom which he did not 
visit In performing his) public, duties. 

He attended levees, dinners, balls, 
exhibitions, Masonic meetings, the lay- 
ing of foundation stones, the opening 
of docks, bospitals, town halls and 
bridges, the unveiling of statues of 
statesmen, warriors or poets, to say 
nothing of patronizing, by his presence, 
horse, cattle and flower shows and ba- 
gaars, as a Prince he had his time 
pretty ‘well occupied every day in the 
year. 

SCANDALADIDN’T HURT HIM. 

Nothing in the way of scandal great- 
ly lowered him in the estimation of the 
English people. He came out victo- 
rious in the celebrated Lady Mordaunt 
divorce case. 

It will be remembered that he swore 
in court, on the honor of a prince, that 
he knew nothing of Lady Mordaunt'’s 
alleged infidelities when it was the gen- 
ee. opinion that he did know,a great 


Gossip had much t6.do with Albert 
Edward's life, goss! rbed with 
truth, but it never se ou ly damaged 
his reputation in t eyes of the 
English nation, which dearly loves a 
prince. 

CONDUCTOR OF HIB OWN TRAIN. 

When traveling by rail the train 
upon which the King rode was wholly 
at his command, the speed being slack- 
ened or increased at his wish. Trusted 
watchmen were stationed every 500 
yards along the track. The King’s pri- 
vate railway carriage cost $30,000. The 
carpet alone cost -$750, and the door 
handies the same price. The curtains 
hung upon silver poles which were 
suspended upon small gilt figures cost- 
ing $50 each. The King nor any of his 
family ever left home for a day’s jour- 
ney without having among their lug- 
gage the proper habiliments for wear 
in cage any member of the family 
should die suddenly. 

RECEIVED MANY GIFTS. 

In the matter of gifts the King was 
abundantly favored. They vary in size 
from a wat to a hotel. Dogs, cats and 
other quadrupeds galore were given or 
left to the King by bequest. His name 
was mentioned in not far from a hun- 
dred wills as the recipient of the fam- 
ily dog, and on more than one occa- 
sion an annuity was left by a testator 
in ogder that the maintenance of the 
arimal should be no expense to the 
royal master. 

KINGLY TREASURES. ., 

‘One of the King's treasures is a solid 
gold dinner set, the most magnificent 
in the world. It is valued at $4,000,000, 
and is kept at Windsor Castle. Another 
unique specimen of its kind is the 
state carriage. which cost $40,000. 
addition to being the most ornate ve- 
hicle in existence, it Is said to be one 


of the most uncomfortable. Queen Vic- 
toria never used it when she could 
avoid doing so, as it alWays gave her 
a headache.

CLOTHES FAVORITE TOPIC. 

Ii’ his own set his favorite topic of 
conversation was of clothes. Over the 
fashion of a tle, the cut.of a jack 
and even the shape of a boot, he grew 
loquacious.

One of the happiest moments of the 
King’s life was when he won the 
Derby with Persimmon in 1896. This 
had long been the ambition of his life. 
His racing colors have always borne 
a spotless repute through runs of bad

hooting, the King placed above all 
other entertainments that could be 
ered him, and his principal visits 
re always paid in the shooting sea- 
son.

LIGHT DRINKER AND EATER. 

PHPdward VII was rather a light eater, 
except at dinner, and had never been a 
great wine drinker. He seldom took 
bread, a specially prepared kind of 
toast being on the breakfast and 
luncheon table. The tea consumed at 
Mariborough House costs $1.35 a 
pound, and was for a long time known 

as “Earl Grey’s mixture,” this noble- 
masith having recommended this particu- 
lar mixture. This tea and some gor- 
gonzola cheese were always 
along when the King traveled. Wine 
in basketfuls of three dozen was sent 
‘from the céllars of St. James Palace 
to wherever the King might be, this 
being done more for. his household 
and guests than for himself. 

One hobby of Edward's was coliect- 
ing crystals. For a long time he had 
been collecting’ historic specimens, 
those expensive baubles which for cen- 
turies have been regarded in the Ori- 
ent as revealers of the future. Last 
year, at an auction of crystals, His 
Majesty was outbid by an American 
woman, ,who paid $4000 for a crystal. 
He also knew all about ceramics and 
bronzes. 

INVETERATE CIGAR SMOKER. 

The King was an inveterate smoker. 
The cigar was his solace, of a special 
Havana brand made partigularly for 
him, costing about $1 each. His 
mother abominated tobacco, as did his 
father, and it is said that when the 
Prince of Wales first tasted the joys 
of the. weed, he thought it discreet to

amounts to $97,000. 3

e committee also authorized 
transfer of $8000 from the same aoe 
eral fund to the advert sing fund as 
the charge on that has become heavier 
than was estimated. Most of this 
money will be spent on election adver- 
tising. 

About the only way the two funds 
_may be replenished is by transferring 
money from the reserve fund, which 
the Council's thrifty predecessors ac- 
cumulated to carry the city over the 
“dry months.” There is now (or ought 
to be) about $400,000 in this reserve, 
but it is needed to meet the city’s ob- 
ligations before tax payments next 
November. 

The city has received $16,900 from the 
county as the share of taxes collected 
for road tmprovement in the-Holly- 
wood and Colegrove regions, which 
were annexed last August. It is doubt- 
ful if this may be placed in the gen- 
fund. 

The committee was asked to tncréase 
the $5000 emergency fund to compen- 
sate referees and witnesses in open! 
and widening proceedings, but too

vance of such fees until the assess- 
ments ara paid in.

Charnock Acres Subject of Litiga- 
tion in Which Adopted Daughter of 
Heir and Real Daughter Are Cen- 
tral Figures—New Wife of Near- 
Octogenarian Causes Trouble. 


The Charnock litigation appeared in 
two spots in the Superior Court yes- 
terday, in the County § Clerk’s office 
and probate department.

E. Charnock claimed to be the adopted 
daughter of Chgrles Charnock, brother 
of John J. Charnock, and that she 
would be entitled to an undivided one- 
fifth interest in all of the property of 
John J. Charnock. 

Afterward she assigned her alieged 
interest to the plaintiffs for $16,104.14, 
of which amount $6104.14 was paid in 
cash, and the balance was represented 
by two notes of $5000 each, dated De- 
cember 18, 1909. It is said that Laura 
E. Charnock still has the notes in 


‘her possession, and that recently they

The case came up on appeal from the 
court of Police Justice Chambers, 
where W. K. Cowan had been found 
guilty of a violation of the ordinance, 
because he had neglected to provide 
the rear of his automobile with a red 
light. It wads alleged on the part of 
Cowan, that the red disk in the rear 
of the Hght on either side of the front 
of the machine was a virtual compli- 
ance with the law, but Justice Cham- 
hers differed with that view. 

Judge Willis upheld the views of the 
court below, and decided that there 
must be rear red lights on all autos 
under the city ordinances on the sub- 
ject. Autoists complain that it is:a 
cause of muth trouble to maintain a 
rear light, as it is always going out, 
and there is no way to tell while driv- 
ing just when that occurs, with the 
result that arrests are made of driv- 
ers who dre innocent of any intent of 
infraction of the law. |

The last step in a hard-fought pre- 
liminary examination in Justice Rose’s 
Police Court yesterday afternoon re- 
sulted in binding over for trial In the 
Superior Court Jack Sheridan. an actor, 
charged with embezzling $2100 from 
Mrs. &. A. Brooks. — 

Sheridan, tall, slender and rather 
handsome, paid no attention to the 
order of a court, but turned to his 
wife with the remark that the quar- 
ters at the County Jail would be much 
pleasanter. 

The actor and his wife were arrested 
Sunday morning at the Arcade Depot 
on charges of embezzlement. Mrs. 
Brooks, a philanthropist, made the 
charge against the man, and his wife 
was included as an accessory. She 
was held in jail until yesterday after- 
noon, when Justice Rose ruled that 
she was guiltless and ordered her re- 
lease. 

Mrs. Brooks was on the stand yes- 
terday afternoon completing the state- 
ment of her charge against Sheridan, 
who she alleged secured the money 
from her by picking it up when it 
drepped from her purse. She alleged 
that he insisted on carrying it until 
they returned to the hotel at which 
she lives. She riggs that he ran 
away before they ched the place, 
and that she saw nothing more of 
him until after his arrest. She had 
just had a draft cashed and intended 
to use the money in a business venture 
in which Sheridah was to have been 
interested. 


Sheridan, moved for a dismissal, but 
Justice Rose refused to grant the mo- 
tion and pound the defendant over for 
trial in the higher court, fixing his 
ball at $2000. 


FORTUNE-TELLER GRIEVES. 

Lee Yew Yee, a Chinese fortune-tell- 
er, was arraigned yesterday afternoon 
on a charge of telling fortunes without 
a license.

PASADENA, May 7.—Halley’s comet 
has now reached its greatest brilliancy. 
This is the deduction of the astrono- 
mers at the Mt. Wilson observatory. 
Yesterday morning the great comet ap- 
peared at its best and will never be 
geen to better advantage, particularly 
by the*naked eye, for another seventy- 
five years. There will be but little dif- 
ference in the brilliancy of the comet 
for the next three or four days provid- 
ing the parly morning sky remains 
perfectly clear. The moon does not 
rise until after the comet has made 
its appearance and passed on out of 


sight. 


Only a few more days are left for 
- Viewing the comet in the eastern sky, 
after which it will begin to make its 
appearance in the western sky just 
after siInset. Astronomers state that 
the western appearance will not 20 
bright as the eastern, although the 


comet will be viewed by more people. 


The Mt. Wilson observatory has 
made some very excellent photographs 
as well as some fine spectrum observa- 


tions.

livery. Cars destined to industry 
spurs are not placed first at a spur, 
depot, or on the team tracks and later 
switched to. oblige the consignee. A 
train of freight goes to the breaking- 
up yards which lie at the entrance to 
the city. There it is divided with re- 
spect to the character of the. freight 
in the various cars and their destina- 
tion. No one has access to the cars 
,at this point. This yard is purely a, 
railroad facility. 

“After the cars are segregated, they | 
are taken to the tracks to which they | 
are ordered. Some are taken to the) 
various team tracks distributed along | 
the main line; others to different in- 
dustries. Before the cars are placed, 


tracks to which they are to be sent, 
so there will be no confusion. The 
Switch engines which place the cars 
on one track also serve to haul the 
‘loads’ in and the ‘empties’ out at the 
Other tracks. After a most exhaus- 
tive inquiry we cannot find, taking 
this service as a whole in the same 
way that it is treated by the carriers, 
that the service is more expensive to 
the carrier than if all cars were given 
team-track delivery. 

“An additional charge may be made 
when an additional service is given. 
But the service here given is not ad- 
ditional to that for which the rate 
pays. If the shipper pays for team- 
track delivery and does not receive 
it, but asks instead and is given a 
side-track delivery which costs the 
carrier no more, he may not be com- 
pelled to pay an additional charge up- 
on the assumption that he has re- 
ceived a terminal team-track service 
which has not been given. A carrier 
may not so construct its rates as to 
compel an extra charge for the serv- 
ice as has been done in this case.” 

ALL ONE SYSTEM. 

The Commissioner states that in his 
judgment the recently-decided Union 
Stockyards case does not contravene 
the position taken in the case at bar.

Gabru 24,015. And then there are three mountains in 
sight of over 23,000 feet. They are higher than any 
peak of the Andes, and in the same vicinity are a half- 
dozen others of 22,000 and more. 


The Mighty Himilayas. 


It is impossible to comprehend the immensity of the 
Himalaya Mountains. They are so great that you could 
scatter the other mountains of the world through them 
an hardly affect the size of the chain. You could drop 
the Alps into their valleys, and a few miles away you 
could not notice the addition. Mount Everest is, of all 
lands, the nearest point toward heaven. It is more 
than double the height of Fujiyama, the sacred moun- 
tain of Japan. You could put another Pike’s Peak on 
top of our big. mountain near Denver and it would not 
reach as high, and the snows crowning Mount Blanc 
are at least 10,000 feet lower. If you should ascend 
Mount Blane and by a flying machine go straight up- 
ward for more than two miles you would not yet reach 
the altitude of Kunchinjanga. It is more than a mile 
and a half higher than Mount McKinley, the giant of 


Alaska, and Mount Everest, a thousand feet above it,

Later 
I visited almost every part of our Rocky Mountain 
plateau, and during trips to Asia saw the mighty hills 
of Hawaii and the Philippines. As a newspaper corre- 
spondent I traveled through the Andes from Panama to 
Patagonia, and it was only a year or so ago that I was 
writing letters for you on the highlands of Africa un- 
der the shadows of Mount Kenia and Mount Kiliman- 
jaro. 

Of all the great heights, I fing‘ the Himalayas the 
most difficult to describe. Their grandeur is oppressive 
and their immensity beyond human conception. And 
still, they are not the most beautiful. The finest of 
the world’s mountains in point of form and symmetry 
are Fujiyama, in Eastern Japan; Mount Cook, in North- 
ern New.Zealand; Mount Moyon, the chief volcano of 
Southern Luzon, and our own Mount Tacoma, on. the 
shores of Puget Sound. As to glaciers, those of the 
Himalayas are greater than the ice rivers of the Alps. 
They surpass in size the glaciers of New Zealand, and, 
I doubt not, those of Alaska as well. There are gla- 
ciers here which are from thirty to sixty miles long, 
and one in particular which is_ thirty-three miles in 
length and flanked on either side by giant peaks, each 
more than five miles in height. These glaciers are 
mountains of ice, often as ragged and rugged as the 


Snow-capped peaks hanging over them.

Business in the Himalayas. 


I wish I could take you into these bazaars and show 
you how business is done in the midst of the Himalaya 
Mountains. You can hear the people bargaining long 
before you get to the place. Every trade draws a 
crowd, and the people shout out their views as to the 
goods and the prices. 


The market covers several acres. It is filled with 
traders seated om the ground with their wares piled 
about them. Here the women are selling smearcase, 
as we call it out in Ohio. They have great crocks of 
snow-white curds, which they serve out to their cus- 
tomers in boxes or leaves. Further on are men with 
chickens and pigs, and at the right is the open-air 
butcher, who will kill a sheep upon order and give you 
a chop hot from the loin. There are Thibetians with 
prayer wheels, with which you can make something 
like ten pra¥ers a minute. The wheels are boxes the 
size of a pint cup or smaller and about twice as deep. 
They are of copper or brass, and have Thibetian char- 
acters stamped in the metal. Inside each box is a roll 
of the prayers most efficient in the Buddhist religion. 
The box is pierced by a wire stuck through the center, 
and this is fastened to a handle about a foot long. By 
a twist of the handle the box rolls round the wire and 
at every roll the prayers: within are supposed to go up 


to Buddha and to wipe away fhe sins of the owner. 


There are many Buddhist priests in the market, some of 
them lamas who have come down from Thibet. They 
are mostly beggars who bellow for alms. 


I understand that.the trade between India and the 
tribes on the other side of the Himalayas is increasing. 
The recent expeditions into Thibet have opened some 
markets, and a considerable business is now done at 
Darjeeling. The Thibetians send down musk, - skins, 
tea, salt and wools, as well as ponies, cattle and sheep. 
They take back sugar, dried fruits, cotton goods of all 
kinds and also ivory, indigo, madder and liquors. Much 
of the trade is carried on by Mohammedans. 


So far there is no wagon road between Darjeeling 
and Lhasa. The goods are carried over the mountains 
on yaks or ponies, or on the backs of women and men. 


The most of them come by the Jelap Pass, which is | 


less than three miles in height, and is open all the year 
round. It is only about five days’ march from here to 


the pass, and once through it Thibet can be seen. I. 
am told that a wagon road is being: planned to go over | 


that route, and if so Thibet will become open to all.

ELECTRIFYING THE SOIL. 


SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENTS MADE BY SIR OLIVER 
LODGE. 


{London Daily News:] In spite of the obstinate con- 
servatism of the average farmer science has done great 
things for agriculture, and it will do much more in the iy 
time to come. 


A year or two ago the Daily News described what was 
being done under the direction of Sir Oliver Lodge to 
utilize electricity for reinforcing the fertility of plants. 

Since that time valuable results have accrued from 
the further study of the problem. Weighed as a busi- 
ness proposition, Sir Oliver Lodge's. system has justified 
itself, and what was tentative and experimental is now 
being taken up on commercial iines as a practical aux- 
iliary of husbandry. 


Mr. Lionel Lodge, who has control of this department zits 


of Sir Oliver Lodge’sework, explained to me at the Uni- 
versity today the developments of the past year or two 
and the hope they afford of further progress. 


“Have you ever noticed what a remarkable impulse 
is given to the growth of crops by a thunderstorm?” 
asked Mr. Lionel Lodge. “That is the effect of the 
strongly-charged atmosphere, and our object is to sup- 
ply a similar stimulus systematically. The artificial re- 
inforcement of the electricity in the air is more neces- 
sary in dull, cold weather than when the sky is clear 
and bright. 


“The electric current can be generated either by a 
small dynamo or from the nearest supply company’s 
mains, and by means of a transformer it is raised to 
the high pressure required (about 100,000 volts.) The 
current from the transformer is more or less alternat- 
ing; that is, it $s not a steady current in one direction, 
but oscillating first In one direction and then in the 
opposite. For convenience we call the current in one 
direction positive and in the other negative. It is the 
positive current that we discharge from the network 
of wires above the plants. 


“This field network consists of fine iron wire, the 
wires being spread about ten yards apart and eighteen 
feet or so above the ground. The wires are so fine that 
it is difficult to see them even When standing imme- 
diately below them. | 


“The action that the electrical discharge has on the. 
plants, Sir Oliver suggests, may be considered as arti- 
ficial sunshine and as in no way taking the place of 
manures. The richer the soil the larger tne increase 
that may be expected. With most plants, on average 
soil, the electrified area may be expected to yield 30 per | 
cent. more than the non-electrified. If a higher in- 
crease than this is obtained, we consider the results 
good, and if lower r. On rich soil very much larger 
percentages have béen obtained. The power required 
is quite small, aud many of the installations at present 
working are in unskilled hands.” ae 3

Comets as Omens. 


FRKARS AND FANCIES REGARDING } 


THEIR VISITs.

FEW weeks ago a comet like a flaming torch 
suddenly appeared in the evening sky. Nicara- 
gua was then convulsed with revolution; Etna 
soon after burst into violent eruption; a change is now

no one has seriously suggested that that phenomenon, 


or the comet which is now approaching our earth, had 
any connection with these events. 


But‘ until a comparatively recent date mankind in 
general regarded a comet as a portent of such occur- 
rences, and sometimes as their actual cause. Diodorus, 
the Sicilian, in his history of the world ascribes the 
destruction of Helice and Bura, cities of Achaia, by 
earthquake to the influence of a comet. This happened 
in 371 B.C. From thence onward, whenever the 
chroniclers mention a comet, it is usually in connec- 
tion with some calamity. 


horrid hair,” then it heralds some disastrous change, 
physical or politica). 


But why were such gloomy views held concerning the 
brilliant phenomenon? Milton’s lines just quoted are 
derived from Homer, and the _ great philosophers of 
Homer’s nation, the fountain-heads of European 
thoghut, were nonplused*-by comets. Aristotle pro- 
nounced them to be “exhalations from the earth ignited 
in the atmosphere.” The Pythagoreans, indeed, seem 
to have held that they revolved in orbits like planets; 
but at that early date this could only have been a 
shrewd guess at the truth. There was no accounting 
for their erratic movements in- philosophy. 

A comet was terrifying because it seemed to break 
into the harmony and regularity of the solar system. 
When it appeared, a discord was struck in the music 
of the spheres. Without warning there came out of the 
unknown void an apparition like a blazing star. The 
ancient astronomers were chiefly concerned with the 
mysterious influences which they believed the heavenly 
bodies to exert upon the fate of mankind. Astronomy 
was then the handmaid of astrology. Our earth was 
regarded as the center of the universe; upon it was 
focused all the influence of the stars. Men are prone 
to fear any interruption of what they think is the or- 
dinary course of nature. Therefore the wise men in- 
terpreted this strange visitant, alarming of aspect, as 
a herald of calamity. : 

The astrologers, indeed, attempted to bring comets 
within the rules of their mystical art. Pliny the elder, 
in his Natural History, sums up the current opinion 
held about comets in imperial Rome in the first cen- 
tury of our era. He says: “It is generally regayded 
Like an angry god, it required a sacrifice. To ascertain 
what particular disaster was impending, these astrolog- 
ical points were to be carefully noted: “From 
stars the comet receives its influence, what it resembles, 
to what region of the earth its beams are directed.”. 
For example, if, like Milton's comet, “it fired the length 
of Ophiuchus huge,’ many deaths from poisoning were

Eclipses of the sun, by an analogy that all could un-— 


derstand, were reckoned of ill omen to royalty. They 
perplexed monarchs with fear of death or revolutions. 
Comets, as portents of the first magnitude, came to take 
a like significance. Shakespeare puts into the mouth 
of Calpurnia, Caesar’s wife, words very apposite to 
the times: “When beggars die, there are no comets 
seen.” Augustus, the first emperor, knew the impor- 
tance of having the omens on his side. A comet ap- 
pearing, he, as high priest of Rome, declared it to be 
‘an omen presaging good to the empire under his rule. 

Christian kings and queens, too, regarded comets as 
special messengers sent to warn them of approaching 
death. A privilege like this accorded well with the 
doctrine of the divine right of kings. One of the Lew- 
ises acknowledged the warning by amending his life. 
Having seen a comet, he built churches and endowed 
monasteries. 
for three years. Louisa of Savoy, mother of Francis 
I, firmly believed that the heavens “blaze forth the 
death of princes.”” One night she was alarmed by tho 
appearance of a comet. It was of no avail for the 
court physicians to assure Her Majesty that her health 
was perfect. She knew what was due to her exalted 
position. The Queen took to her bed, and in three days 
died of the comet. 

Christianity did not put an end to the alarm caused 
by comets; nor did it destroy the popular belief in 
omens and other superstitions derived from the ancient 
world. the contrary, believers looked for signs and 
wonders in the skies, and expected the millennium to 
But.the church did succeed 
in detaching comets from astrology and its pagan 4&s- 
sociations, without, however, altering their reputation 
for ill. Aristotle was appealed ‘to. Throughout the 
middle ages this Greek philosopher was the paramount 
authority on secular matters. He was the pope of the 
natural sciences; and he had pronounced the opinion 
that comets pertained to the atmosphere. Therefore 
the schoolmen argued that they must be under the 
dominion of Satan, as Prince of the Power of the Air. 
But these views did nothing to allay the popular appre- 
hension. 

If anything, they increased it.

Scares have been many and repeated. Of all the com- 
ets known to science, Halley's, it is said, has been the 
chief troubler of men’s minds. Its ‘“‘period’’ is short— 
about seventy-five or seventy-six years—its returns are 


frequent, The appearances of this comet in the past 


have been calculated back: by astronomers, and com- 
pared with notices of comets in chronicles and other 
records. It made its most striking coincidences by be- 
ing in the sky at the time of the Norman invasion of 
England, and again in the critical year of 1456 A. D. 
The astute William of Normandy claimed that the 
comet was a sign that England wanted him for a king. 
It is represented in that piece of historical needlework 
called the Bayeux tapestry, the design of which is at- 
tributed to William’s Queen, Matilda. erhaps she her- 
self stitched its picture on the canvas, out of gratitude. 
The head is figured like a star with very jagged edges. 


ing in a hairy fringe, all worked in colored worsteds. 
Underneath is drawn a group of spe ators, tagged with 
a label in Latin to the purport tlfat these men are 
starting at the star. This is probably the oldest extant 
drawing of Halley’s comet. 

It returned in.1456 in awesome shape, with a tail that 
stretched across a third of the visible heavens, Those 
were critical times. The victorious Turks were ad- 
vancing on Vienna, and Christendom was in jeopardy. 
What frightened people most was that the comet looked 
like a scimitar, which proved, of course, that it sided 
with the infidel. The Pope, Calixtus, took alarm and 
ordained a special form of prayer for delivery from the 
Turk, the devil, and the comet. 

The accounts of both these comets are authentic. But 
when the notion that comets were signs of extraordi- 
nary events had become established, some writers with 
a love for the marvelous took to inventing cometary 
appearances to fit historical crises. Thus it was naively 
asserted in medieval Latin that a comet had threatened 
the Egyptians ai the time of the Exodus, and that a 
very terrible one had appeared before the destruction 
of Sodom and Gomorrah. But there was no warrant, 
scriptural or other, for these statements. 

Even after the rise of inductive science under’ Bacon 
there was no progress made in the philosophy of com- 
ets. It continued to be based either on Aristotle's dic- 
tum, or on the mystical fancies of the old astrologers. 
An English writer of the seventeenth century theorized 
that “the hot fumes of a thick substance like unto glue, 
when they ascended very high became a Blazing Star. 
which continued till it burned out. But not ascending 
so high, it flies like a squib through the air and is 
such as we Call shooting stars.” He was right in as- 
suming that meteors and comets are of the same na- 
ture, although modern research has failed to find glue 
in either. Another argued that comets by “corrupting 
the ayre” caused the great plague of London-in 1664. 
And this was within twenty years of Halley’s epoch- 
making calculation. | 

At length astronomical thought was ripening to a 
momentous discovery. Returning to our skies in 1682; 
the nameless and wandering portent came into, conjunc: 
tion with the minds of Newton and Halley. : Gravita= 


‘tion was demonstrated. The comet—henceforward to 
be Known as Halley’s—gave up its secrets: its path in 


Space was made plain; its period was determined. 
When its returns could be accurately predicted, the 
comet was stripped of its mystic terrors. For the es- 
sence of a portent lies in its unexpectedness, as in the 
sudden appearance of the handwriting on the palace 
wall. 

But time was required for the new knowledge. to | 
spread and influence the public mind. Science needs a 
And Halley’s calcula- 
tions were not verified till his comet appeared again | 
almost on “schedule” time. Meanwhile it was gravely 
asserted to be the forerunner of the English Revolu- 
tion of 1688, and of the Revocation of the Edict of 
Nantes. And such local events as murrains, droughts,,. 
a shortness of crops, were accounted for in the old- 
fashioned way. Superstitions die hard, and error Is 
scotched, but not killed, by an advance in knowledge. 

When the nineteenth century opened, the mystical 
element had been eliminated from the theory of com- 
ets. Kings and emperors no longer hitched the chariot 
of their destinies to blazing stars, In the opinions haz- - 
arded concerning the relation of Donati’s comet (1811) 
to affairs terrestrial, a lighter, an ironical view appears. 
At this date, says Mr. Proctor, a London magazine wri- 
ter in an analysis of contemporaneous events pointed

And doubtless many a 
purchaser persuaded himself that the bouquet of his 
port had in some occult manner been produced by the 
brains of a nine-days wonder, and not by the regular’, 
action of an every-day miracle, like the -sun. ,

opinion. The old superstitious notions derived from- 
the antique world were dying out. They had had, as 
we have seen, a very long innings. But comet after 
comet had come back to prove that the astronomers 
were no false prophets. The time had arrived when, as 
& modern astronomer wrote, “not only are they no 
longer regarded as presaging the fortunes of men on 
this earth, but men on this earth are able to predict 
the fortunes of comets,” 

Here ended the history of comets as mystical por- 
tents. But the end of all apprehension concerning their 
visits is not yet in sight. [If the approach of Halley’s 
comet is viewed with alarm by the timid, the alarm is 
founded on a scientific basis, on too imaginative deduc- 
tions from the hiu‘s dropped by astronomers.

At the same time the little Prince Wil- 
liam was suffering from a crippled left arm, due to a 
surgical injury at birth. Each lad’s one determination 
was to become strong like other boys, and each suc- 
ceeded. Today the Kaiser can use his once lame arm 
and hand for all ordinary purposes, such as driving, 
and even for playing the piano. But he is said to be 
still unable to lift his left arm above the shoulder.

WHAT A PASADENA WOMAN Saw A °

| T was late in April, a year ago, some four months 


“after the disastrous earthquake at Messina. We, 
adrift among thé fascinations of the little hill city 


found that-we could not skip that place of horror even if 
we would, since we must wait some hours there for the 
very slow express for Palermo. Thus we took courage 
to face the problem of what to do with our time, and, 
disregarding warnings from Cook & Co., determined to 
see something of conditions in this stricken city for our- 
selves, the more especially since we heard of fine work 
in progress under the American flag. Our arrival left 
something to be desired, however, since the pirate who

The reporter said in a low tone: “There are 40,000

The reporter frequently interrogated passers-by, glean- 
ing facts as he went. In one house, twenty people per- 
ished; their bodies had not been recovered.

On some 
of the shattered walls from which the fronts had gone, 
hung photographs of the family, exposed to the wea- 
ther. In a few instances the ceilings of upper rooms 
were intact, when the floors had fallen in, and we noted 
in oné house where a few feet of floor remained in an 
upper story, one little chair, a child’s chair, standing 
tidily against what had probably been the nursery wall. 
Below, the carpets were flapping in the wind, and 
boards, masonry, furniture were crushed together in 
one hopeless mass. One of our party stumbled against 
the strings of a grand piano upturned to the elements 
which gave forth a weird dissonance, a wail like a voice 
from this house of death. 


Singularly enough, a white marble tablet in honor of 
Goethe is apparently uninjured, though the wall to 
which it is affixed is badly ruined.

Grangers” are obsolete expressions ought to have at- 
tended the thirty-seventh annual convention of the 


Organized in 1873 with twenty-one subordinate 
granges and a small membership, the State Grange has 
in this brief period increased to 723 granges with nearly 
90,000 members. The granges are now established in 
fifty-four of the sixty-one counties of the State, in- 
cluding practically every agricultural county. 


‘During the last year, over 8000 new names were added 
to the roll. At the Watertown convention nearly 1500 
out-of-town delegates were present for at least some 
sessions. 


The grange is uniquely democratic in its organi-- 
zation,” says the Survey. “Practically any farmer or 
farmer’s wife, whether owning a farm or working on 
a farm, is eligible to membership. About one-third of 
the delegates at the State meeting were women, and 
not infrequently they brought their husbands as asso- 
ciate delegates, the women voting and the husbands 
merely participating in the discussions, Sometimes this 
was reversed. 


Among other activities the grange is preéminently 
interested in the improvement of agricultural education 
and urges the enlargement of the State Agricultural 
College and a liberal appropriation therefor as well for .

quite and rattlesnakes, of pure hot winds_and sand 
mountains, of mirage and palm-bearing oases; a land 
where the blowing sands make ground met of the 


railway-station windows and cut into the telegraph 
poles along the line, eating them off gradually until 
one day they fall; a land where in winter the air is like 
an uplifting wine, but in summer so hot that the man 
working in the fields of the oasis tumbles himself 
clothes and all into the nearest irrigation reservoir two 
or three times during the day, and often turns the hose 
upon his bed at 5 or 6 o’clock in the evening, that he 
may unwillingly occupy it after it has cooled. 

I was in the native bow! of the Colorado Desert, once

“Running the falls” was a river man’s art that re- 
quired skill, coolness, hardihood and courage. The cap- 
tains of this particular branch of industry formed a 
frontier guild whose members had to pass through a 
long apprenticeship as raftsmen and boatmen. A hardy 
people they were; Canadian French for the most part, 
of the coureur du bois strain, with half-breeds inter- 
mixed and now and then a Maine lumberman in their 
ranks. They worked in the logging camps in winter, 
and in the spring and summer were to be found on the 
river driving and rafting logs, poling bateau-loads of 
supplies upstream, and running the rapids with strings 
of logs or lumber. A string of lumber was composed 
of two and a half “cribs,” a crib being a small raft six- 
teen by thirty-two feet in size and built up to ten to 
twelve courses deep, between birding planks which 
.were fastened so as to hold the sevéral layers of boards 
solidly together. The crib was the unit of all lumber 
rafts. The string of two and a half cribs was put to- 
gether solely for the purpose of running through rough 
water. Once moored safely below the rapids, six strings 
were consolidated to form the raft which was to be sent 
down into the Mississippi, where the process of con- 
solidation was repeated. It required from six to twelve 
Chippewa River rafts, according tg, the stage of water, 
to constitute the immense floating lumber field that oc- 
casionally demanded for passage at some points nearly 
the full width of the Mississippi. 


Running the rapids with log rafts was a still more 
precarious industry than thus transporting strings of 
lumber. Many a poor fellow who was skillful enough 
to keep his footing on a single rolling log went to a 
watery.death through yawning gaps in the heaving and 
twisting log raft as it plowed its swift way over the 
Falls of the Chippewa. To man either ia string of logs 
or lumber for the passage down the rapids required a 
crew of seven men. The pilot had the assistance of 
three men at the bow oar; the steersman and two other 
men handled the stern oar. 


The oars were tapering spars about thirty feet long, 
into the/ butt end of which were set blades made of 
planks sixteen feet long and fourteen inches wide. 
These oars were then hung forward and aft on stout 
“grub pins” running through head blocks that were 
pinned to the raft.. The blades rested in the water and 
four-fifths of the spar reached inboard over the raft. 
Of course, these powerful sweeps were available only 
for keeping the raft in the channel and clear\of the 
numerous rocks that jutted out of the boiling water on 
all sides. The degree of success in doing this depended 
upon the good judgment of the pilot and the prompt- 
ness and muscular activity of his crew in responding to 
his signals. | 

| After taking their places on their improvised seat,

The crew as well as the pilot felt the importance of 
the occasion. Never before had women made the run, 
and the men looked at tle girls with more than usual 
interest.

The seven 
men of the crew went to their stations, and at a signal 
from the pilot the bow oarsmen pulled a few strokes, 
moving the forward part of the ponderous float a few 
feet out into the stream. Baptiste stood amidships and 
at the proper moment shouted: “Le’ go!"’ when the 
after line was cast off and the raft started downstream. 
The pilot then took the end of the bow oar, with his 
three assistants ranged side by side ready to obey the 
slightest order. At the stern the steersman and his men 
stood in similar positions and the former kept his eye 
warily on his chief. Each member of the crew wore 
a red flannel shirt, a red worsted sash about his waist, 
and his black hair was held back by a bandana hand- 
kerchief of gay colors. _ 

As the raft neared the head of the chute over the 
dam and began to feel its suction, the attitude of the 
pilot and his men became more tense and alert: while 
the passengers on the lath pile huddled closer to each 
other and grasped the marlin bands around the bundles 
beneath them. The next moment the bow of the string 
bent downward; with the speed of a race horse the 
sinuous float glided down the narrow way. In another 
instant the forward crib plunged under the foaming 
water of the rapids and Baptiste and his crew clung to 


the stem of their oar with their legs submerged to the | 


knees. Over the entire length of the raft the current 
swept for a moment, covering the base of the lath ref- 
uge and threatening to undernrine it. As the string 
gracefully rose to the surface, still racing downstream, 
the watchful pilot made a quick sweep with his arm to 
his steersman, when both forward and aft, all hands 
sprang to their oars, pulling in opposite directions with 
a rapidity and intense energy that gave the action the 
aspect cf a desperate struggle for life. The tortuous, 
tumultuous channel was no place, indeed, for the dis- 
play of ordinary exertion. 

As the raft swept by jagged rocks, oftentimes peril- 
ously close to them, the utmost skill and effort were 
necessary to provide against the next danger and keep 
a course that would avert disaster. The speed never 
slackened, and there was an exhilaration in the swift 
mush and in the battle with the tumbling current that 
kept the nerves of the passengers strung up to the high- 
est tension. They were too much absorbed to feel 
afraid. Their suppressed excitement increased as the 
big bend in the river was reached, for they knew this 
was the scene of several wrecks that had occurred. If 
not taken just in the nick ‘of time, the pilots found it 
extremely difficult to swing their rafts inside the head 
of a small island of ugly rocks that divided the channel 
at the approach to the last fairly straight stretch of 
rapids.

Stimulated by care for the safety of his guests, Bap- 

tiste held up a warning hand to his steersman as the 
raft headed straight for the upper point of the rocky 
islet. The roar of the rapids prevented all orders by voice. 
but each man knew his duty. Crouching low over his 
oar, the pilot watched his course, springing up now and 
then to lead in giving a sweep or two to the right or 
left. He kept his arm signals going to the steersman, 
also, and the drenched men of both forward and after 
crew were sometimes walking, or rather running, on 
dripping boards, and at other times were splashing 
through several inches of water. 


The occupants of the lath pedestal held their breath 
and clung to each other. As the raft drove on towards 
the rocks, without prospect, as it seemed, of escaping 
collision, there was a moment of rest and then Baptiste 
and his companions suddenly dipped their oars and 
pulled with an energy that sent them backward and 
forward across their crib with greater rapidity than 
ever. The crucial time had come. The head of the 
string answered readily and swung away from the rocks 
toward the middle of the main channel. As the pulling 
continued, the long raft bent and writhed like some huge 
sea serpent in a storm, the after crew straining every 
muscle to straighten it out. | 

Their quick strokes began to tell, and the nicety of 
Baptiste’s judgment in rounding the bend seemed about 
to be demonstrated. Just as the trembling passengers 
were’ congratulating themselves that the danger was 
past, a splintering crash was heard above the din of the 
rapids, and they saw with horror that the crib upon

Before they could realize what had happened, the raft 
had almost broken in two-at the couplings, and the 
current forced it upon the rocks, the gap between the 
sections having so rapidly widened that it was impos- 
sible longer to guide the string. The four frightened 
adventurers instinctively leaped from their swaying 
seat, and rushed over the surging boards for the boul- 
der, against which they had struck, up the slippery side 
of which they scrambled none too soon, for even as 
they left the raft, the two partially-separated portions 
were seen to be whirling off in the current again, the 
stern pointing outward and down stream. The crews at 
each end made frantic efforts at the oars to regain con- 
trol, but the remaining couplings snapped on the instant 
as the stern swung around, and each section coursed 
onward independently of the other. Ce 

The steersman and his companions managed to keep 
their small crib in the channel, though only under par- 
tial control, and running down stern foremost part of 
the time. It was swept on till quiet water was reached, 
when it was not difficult to pull in and tie up to the 


bank. 


The pilot’s remnant did not fare so well. It struck a 
submerged rock before it had gone a dozen rods, and 
went to pieces, compelling the men to abandon their 
oar and seize upon loose boards for safety. Clinging 
to these, they succeeded in running through |the remain- 
ing quarter-mile of rapids to smooth water, where they 
were rescued by boats. |

The four stranded people were indeed in a precarious 
situation.“ The boulder on which they rested was none 
too large to give them all room, and it was so wet and © 
slippery they had to use great care to keep a foothold. 
With the current running like a mill race on either side 
of their little island, and the noisy rapids throwing up | 
spray in every direction, the chance of getting to the 
mainland looked dybious indeed. A bark canoe or a 
bateau skillfully handled might possibly live in that 
water, but how could either come close enough to those 
dangerous rocks to take off four people? Alone, ‘the 
men could have clung to floating pieces of lumber, and 
trusted to their ability to keep off the rocks as they 
were carried down stream, but this the girls could 
not do. The sun was low in the west, a cold wind had 
sprung up, and the girls drenched with the spray were 
thoroughly chilled.

Nothing could be nicer than Nuremberg—and we might 
have heard “La Boheme” there tonight! The train will 
never reach anywhere! Why were we not content to 
linger in that fascinating medieval-modern city, where 
we could revel in picturesque antiquity while still en- 
joying twentieth-century comforts? For Nuremberg is 
the most delicious and amazing combination of the old 
and the new. It glories in venerable walls, fantastic 
towers and spires; wonderful arched bridges, quaint 
churches and mysterious tortuous streets; but it prides 
itself equally, and with reason, upon its magnificent 
modern railroad station, its big, beautiful shops, and its 
superb new Stadt Theater—owned and managed by the 
city, and more up-to-date than anything in our United 
States. 

Probably just because Nuremberg has kept abreast of 
the times, we resent its aspiring modernity and fare 
farther, eagerly, to Rothenburg-on-Tauber, which, by 
people who know, is said to the the most completely 
and consistently medieval town in all Germany. An 
ardent hankering after the medieval is one of the 
marked characteristics of American travelers; but they 

- are discreet enough, usually, to travel in search of it 
in pleasant weather. 

Naturally, the consistently medieval citizens of Roth- 
enburg must have loathed the thought of a railway. 
Their station, therefore, was compelled to stand re- 
spectfully aloof from the ancient town. Impatient trav- 
elers must- walk on along an uninteresting road, past 
some ugly modern houses and an impertinent kinder- 
wagen factory, before the old walls are reached; but on 

‘ the way occasional glimpses can be caught of the far- 
famed towers. Tall, massive, dignified structures of 
dull gray stone, topped by steep roofs—whose tiles are 
hidden, now, by newly-fallen snow—they stand aus- 
terely outlined. against the cold blue of the wintry sky, 
frowning down upon all invaders just as they have 
frowned for hundreds of years. How ashamed one feels 
to be feebly thinking of frozen ears and chilblains! 

At last the Réder-bastion is neared. Here, two stone 
arches span the narrow roadway. The first arch stands 
between two round lodges which squat under comical 
peaked roofs resembling huge extinguishers. There is 
an ancient toll house, too, and, within the’ rotunda, we 
stop to look down into the deep, melodramatic, shiny 

_ double moat—yes! a real moat, with real water in it 
still, though it is frozen over now. Projecting from 
the lower wall, and broadening out above it, a curious 
Small square house stands upon a pedestak—a quaint, 
freakish little structure, charmingly relieving the sever- 
ity of the heavy, buttressed masonry. The eye follows 
wonderingly the beautiful irregular sweep of the great, 
galleried, tile-roofed wall, which, completely. encompass- 
ing the old town, stretches away on either side of the 
Réder tower gate, intact still after centuries of feudal 
warfare. It is heartbreaking to think what destruc- 
tion a modern cannon could wreak. May peace hover 
forevermore around these walls of Rothenburg! 
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for an arquebus; and, at points of vantage, rise the 
huge fortified towers where the defenders of the city 
rallied in times of danger. Here before our eyes lies 
the medieval city of our dreams. Frigid feet and frost- 
bitten ears are forgotten utterly, as we plunge into its 
narrow streets. 


Beyond Réder Gate the stone-paved, ice-crusted way 
leads past picture-book houses, oak-beamed, roughly 
plastered, tinted in pastel shades, and decorated with 
faded floral designs or quaintly-lettered mottoes. Over 
the shop doors~swing weather-worn signs of gilded 
wrought iron. A secOnd tower gate,,marking the ear- 
lier limits of the fortified town, opens into the narrow 
Hafengasse, and this brings us, suddenly, into the mar- 


ket-place, the very heart of-old Rothenburg. ~— 


The presiding genius of this historic square is a val- 
iant little St. George. mounted upon a rearing steed on 
the top of a slender column which rises from: the cen- 
ter of the beautiful Herterichbrunnen. The:basin of 
the fountain below him is covered, each winter, by an 
ugly wooden canopy, but the dauntless champion, hold- 
ing his lance poised; continues to slay the writhing

dragon, as if quite unconscious of this annual indignity. 


He is watched, from the nearest corner, by the Virgin 
and Child, who are sheltered under an edorable oriel 
window; and, at night, they are illumined by a swing- 
ing lantern, which lights dimly, also, the quaint bold 
facade of the old town hall. This was once the resi- 
dence of the emperors from Barbarossa; and in one of 
its foul and musty dungeons the famous Burgomaster 
Heinrich Topler starved to death, 500 years ago. Its 
semi-Gothic tower looks down upon the “new” Town 
Hall adjoining it, which was built in 1572—a Renais- 
sance structure with pinnacles and turrets and a stately 
colonnade. =

patrician families in the days of Rothenburg’s glory. 
Their hand-wrought door knobs and knockers ravish 
the soul and stifle the conscience of a lover of old 
brasses.

") ERVENT Catholics during the régime of Leo XIII 
often said: “What we want is a spiritual Pope, 
-gome one_less attached to worldly policies, less 
mindful of the play of parties, some one who would lead 
the faithful back to the early Christian ideal.” 
Well, the church has got its spiritual pastor, its high- 
minded, detached Christian in the present Pope, Pius X. 


There was never a man who thought less of worldly . 


matters, never a successor to St. Peter who held more 
steadfastly to the scriptural injunction: “Seek ye first 
the Kingdoni of God, and all things shall be added unto 
you.” This is the maxim of Pius X. He has adopted 
it in every relation of life. 


He made no move to obtain the papal throne; on the 
contrary, none was more surprised than he when, by 
the strangest combination of circumstances, he was 
finally elected to rule over this vast organization, whose 
ramifications spread into all parts of the world. Of 
peasant origin, uf extremely simple habits, devoted to 
his life’s work of missionizing among the poor of Ven- 
ice, the patriarch, as he then was, recked little of the 
high office to which he was presently to be called. 


On the day when smoke from one of the chimneys of 
the Vatican proclaimed the fact that a Pope had been 
elected—that Pope being Pius X—the designate himself 
had in his pocket, under his priestly habit, the return 
half of his ticket to Venice. That shows how blissfully 
ignorant he was of the intentions of the college in re- 
gard to him. 


A Neutral Figure. 

Why: was he elected? It would take too long to tell. 
Suffice to say that it was the unexpected result of con- 
flict between two warring elements. One cardinal was 
put forward, and then another, but neither pleased the 


conclave. 


Finally the name of the Patriarch of Venice was 
brought forward, principally, it was said, because he 
was regarded as a neutral figure. He had stood outside 
all intrigue, his name had never been mentioned in con- 
nection with any cabal. He was regarded as a non- 
entity who would, consciously or unconsciously, serve 
the ends of the faction in power. 


When the assembled cardinals looked upon his pale, 
ascetic face and stooping shoulders, there were many 
who said, mentally: “This man is not long for this 
world.” The supposition was, I regret to say, a factor 
in his election. 


But the Pope-has disappointed those who counted 
either on his flexibility or on his premature demise. He 
has proved to be a'strong Pope, a Pope with a persorn- 
ality. Moreover, he has proved to be a robust Pope in 
point of physical health. ; 

Today he is no longer the cadaverous priest of other 
days, worn thin in his zeal for evangelization; he has 
put on flesh, he has rounded out; he has become, as a 
Roman friend puts it, “an overgrown cherub.” 

- Handsome of féature, he looks still more prepossess- 
ing now that his cheeks are no longer sunk in, and his 
eyes are bright with good heaith. But he is inwardly 
a little distressed. “I am getting too stout,” he ob- 
served to an intimate the other day. Being extremely 
active, he feels the cramping influence of the Vatican 
life. \ 

The Pope is a prisoner, in all but name, in that great 
building which represents today the headquarters. of 
Catholicism—a building so vast that its internal court- 
yards, five in number, are as spacious as a London 
square. He can get no exercise save in the precincts 
of the palace gardens. 

Had he his way, be would take long tramps over the 
hills that surround Rome; but since Garibaldi marched 


into the city, and the seat of the Caesars became the 


seat of modern Italian government, the orbit of the 
head of the church has been strictly circumscribed. 


Pope’s Motor Car. 


Pierpout Morgan, the American millionaire, presented 
His Holiness with a motor car, but Pius X has never 
entered it. He does not care, it is said, to make the 
experiment; he feels motoring to be, if not a little un- 
Christian, at least a little undemocratic. 

For he is a real democrat. Sprung from the people, 
he always remembers the humbleness of his origin. He 
comes of that sturdy stock one sees in. the streets of 
Rome, driving the picturesque little wine carts, with 
their hoods of red and blue—drivers who sleep peace- 
fully as their mules draw their little vehicles along the 
white roads of the Campagna, the great treeless waste, 
stretching for miles outside the walls of the Eternal 
City. 

The Pope has his relatives to. see him in the splendid 
apartments of the Vatican, and touching are the stories 
of the first visit of his two sisters, who are dum- 


founded at the magnificence of the papal apartments. 


Some months ago he startled the cardinals by invit- 
ing these two ladies, one of whom follows the humble 
trade of a washerwoman, to lunch with him in his pri- 
“But, Saint Pére,” remonstrated the doyen 
‘of the college, “such a thing has never been heard of. 
Pius VII decreed that all Popes should eat alone.” 
“Did he, indeed?” said His Holiness, with quiet dig- 
nity. “Then I decree that no Pope shall eat alone.”’ 
And he had his way, of course. | 

A Pope’s position is remarkable in the sense that he 
is the only perfect autocrat in Europe. He has no par- 
liament to interpose objections: no ministers to inter- 
cept his decisions. There is his Secretary of State, but 
he is a minister only in the sense in which holders 
of portfolios in the Cabinet of the United States are 
ministers; in reality. he is a secretary appointed at the

“I could wish that the French government were even 
more severe toward my clergy,” he remarked. “I feel 
that hostility of that kind will awaken reaction, ‘and 
will cause a renewal of faith among my people.” As I 
said in my former article, the Pope believes in perse- 
cution as a needed whip to devotion and sacrifice. 

Though a modern Pope in many senses, he is quite 
opposed to the modern or rational spirit in religion. 
One of his complaints*against the town clergy in France 
is that they are intellectually so far advanced that they 
border upon unbelief and skepticism. a 

These are the men that he confesses he would like to 
see driven from the church. Since his accession to 
power practically all criticism of biblical inspiration, 
as it is understood in Germany and France, has ceased 
in the Catholic press. 3 

He desires to effect no compromise between modern 
learning and church doctrines and traditions. His own 
faith is simple and cnildlike; afid his adhesion absolute; 
he looks for the same qualities in the clergy and their 
parishioners.

Wonders of Paper. 


Paper's power for absorbing not only liquids, but 
solids and gases, is almost unlimited. It is begin- 
ning to be used in the protection of various objects from 
water and fire. Paper can be made water-proof by sat- 
urating it with oil or with resin and tar. Tarred paper 
is now used to some extent for the purpose of making 
beats water-tight. In this way the necessity of tarring 
the entire boat is avoided and a better result is secured. 
In tarring boats with a brush it is hard to avoid bub- 
bles, and when the bubbles break the wood is laid bare, 
so that the effect of tarring is doubtful. 


In a process of fireproofing which has recently been 
introduced in America the objécts are first covered With 
paper, fastened by means. of suitable adhesive to a 
thickness of a tenth inch or more. A paste is applied to 
the paper covering, and after 
painted with a pigment mixed with a solution of water 
glass. This coating does-not peel off even at a bright 
red heat, a property which is due largely to the impreg- 


nation of the paper with various substances. before it is 


applied to the object. 


A German patent was insued years ago for a ‘process 
of making transparent paper lantern slides which could 
be easily adapted to the manufacture of movingzpicture 
films and would greatly lessen the danger of fire, as

Too Mvucu IRRIGATION A COMMON 


CAUSE oF IT.

ent, and does much to disfigure otherwise perfect 
flowers. How best to combat this pest is a prob- 


lem, but how to avoid much of that which follows ordi-. 


nary garden practice is easy of solution. It often occurs 
that our roses are suffering for water when the soil sur 

face is wet. The abominable practice of sprinkling the 
surface every day, indulged in by many, should be pun- 
ishable by fine and imprisonment, for it is directly con- 
trary to the dictates of common sense. 


But a few days ago the writer was called to see a gar- 


den containing some three dozen roses where nearly 
all were suffering from mildew., The owner stated that 
she watered them every day if it was warm. A trial of 
the soil with a shovel found it so hard and dry that 
it could hardly be penetrated by that tool.. Roses should

be irrigated most thoroughly not more often than once in 
two weeks if established more than one year. The ground 
Should then be lightly stirred after each watering and 
raked until pulverized. Cultivation in lieu of irrigation 
at this time of the year will go far toward warding off 
attacks by mildew. Four inches is deep enough for 
this soil mulch If plenty of stable manure is worked 
into the top six inches, another may be followed, but it 
will not suffice to merely turn the manure under. It 
Should be added, part at a time, when about three spad- 
‘ings are given, so as to have it so thoroughly incorpo- 
rated in the soil that the latter will not pack hard 
when walked upon. A mulch of three or four inches of 
manure On top will then make a cushion to walk upon 
and prevent the ground beneath from getting too hard 
to allow of the free passage of air and water. In this 
case the watering may be done with lawn sprinklers. 
with the assurance of a thorough wetting. The best 
roses the writer saw last year were cared for precisely 
as herein set forth. Sulphuring for mildew on roses 
does not meet with the success that attends its appli- 
cation to. grapevines in the field, and really does little 
good. Soot, lime, or wood ashes, or all three, are some- 
‘what preventive of mildew, but the two latter should 
never be applied with stable manure, neither within a 
‘month before or a month after the application. of the 
manure. Spraying with Bordeaux mixture renders the 
foliage unsightly, but often a spray with a weak solu- 
tion of soft soap, or any soap, is beneficial. Some put 
sulphur in the soap solution and boil it altogether in 
the proportion of two pounds of soft soap, two gallons 
of water and a quarter pound of sulphur. This is used 
by a famous English rosarian who is secretary of the 
National Rose Society, but he also adds half a pint of 


parafiine oil. 


Tree Chrysanthemums. 


OTTED chrysanthemums are often grown as stand- 

ards of considerable height, and some experience is 
necessary in order to determine those sorts most likely 
to attain a large size.

That Eastlake Spineless Cactus. 


EWSPAPERS and other’ periodicals of Los Angeles 

have ‘from time to time published accounts, more or 
Nless true: concerning the spineless opuntias in Eastlake 
Park. So varying have been these accounts that the 
public should be interested in knowing the truth about 
them. 

These plants were shipped in 1894 from Mexico by C. 
R. Orcutt of San Diego (who still resides there) to Lyon 
& Cobbe, nurserymen of Los Angeles. They were re- 
ceived and handled exclusively by the writer, who for 
several years was foreman for this firm. Some of the 
plants, together with many other species, were sold to 
James H. Denham, who in turn sold his entire collec- 
tion to the city, and it was placed in Eastlake Park. 
Some of the rarer sorts died and were replaced by the 
writer witheut charge, D. R. Woods (now of Wilming- 
ton) being foreman of theepark at.that time. All the 
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vpuntias, being hardy, grew apace, and have now been 
there for sixteen years. There are two well-defined 
sorts, but both are believed to be varieties of Opuntia 
tuna, and have been known in Mexico for hundreds of 
years. Mr. Hill, advertising manager for the W. H. 
Hoegee Company, also obtained some spineless opuntias 
while in Mexico many years ago, ana other parties have 
done likewise, so there is no dearth of supply in South- 
ern California. Those in the White Park, Riverside, 
were from the same stock as those in Eastlake Park, 
Some were 


packed, and “nailed down” by the writer of these notes 
who hopes that these facts will at once and forever clear_ 
up the ne of our local stock of spitieless cactus.

Culture ‘of Camellias. 


AMELLIAS are so universally admired and yet so 
unsuccessfully grown in Southern California that we 
feel a word of advice on the subject will be appreciated. 
Much of our soil and climate is against these plants, for 
they do not like sandy or gravelly soil or a hot, dry at- 
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mosphere. Therefore coastal situations are likely to 


prove best. 
If you live inland, however, you may, by planting in a 
cool place and providing suitable soil, make a fair suc- 
cess of these grand flowering plants. Soil for camellias 
cannot contain too much humus or thoroughly decayed 
organic matter, therefore use leaf mold freely. The soil 
should be always moist, but never kept really wet. Dur- | 
ing growing season they will stand liberal fertilizing, 
some of which should be in shape of a manure mulch | 
during hot weather. Camellias do not like pruning; if, 
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“GARDEN owner who relies on this department 
wishes to know the value of straw, as she has 
mulched a large rose bed with chopped straw. | 
Its value as a mulch is hard to determine; its niin 
as fertilizer is not over $2 or $3 a ton, for in our sec- | 
tion it must’ be either wheat or barley straw which 
are of equal value. Oat straw, having a large potash 
content, is a little more valuable. As a producer of 
humus when thoroughly decayed straw should be worth 
a couple of dollars a ton, so that the garden value of a 
ton of straw will never reach $5.

and Japan, with large flowers; T. filicifolium (often 
called a Campsidium,) froin the Andes; .T. jasminoides, 
and a pure white variety of the same, from_Australia; 
T. radicans, native to the United States, and somewhat 
approaching in many ways grandiflora; T. Smithii>}~ 
a garden hybrid; T. stans, a yellow-flowering shrub 
from Mexico; T. Ricasolina (pink, often called T. Mac- 
-kenni,) from South Africa. We have a few others, but 
they are not common or easily obtained in the local 
market. The finest flowers the writer has seen on any

Plant Names in Public Parks. 


HROUGHOUT various parts of our country the prac- 

tice is in vogue of fastening the common and botani- 
cal names of trees upon a neat and unobtrusive tablet 
at the foot of the trunk, and the plan should be fol- 
lowed out in Los Angeles. If the parks are for all the 
people they should be made interesting and instructive 
to all, as well as sightly and comfortable. During the 
winter months, our great horde of visitors are constantly 
asking park employés the names of trees and plants, 
and few indeed of them can give the desired informa- 
tion. Trees properly labeled would prove of great value 
and interest to both visitor and permanent resident. 
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History of Golden Gate Park. 


AN FRANCISCO’S world-famous park was set aside 

by the State Legislature as a public park in 1870, 
and contains 1014 acres The legislature also. appropri- 
ated the sum of $200,000 for its improvement. Work was 
commenced in 1871, and the road to the beach opened in 
1874. At the end of 1880 there had been planted 150,000 
trees, but this number has since been surpassed in a 
single year. In 1884 a water system was established~ 
at a cost of $28,000, and in 1888 ‘the Legislature doubled 
the appropriation for improvements, and since that time 
millions have been spent in improvement and mainte- 
nance, and the park has become world-famous. 
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Lime for Hardened Park Soils. 


CORRESPONDENT to whom the writer outlined a 

plan for the amelioration of the much-trodden, sour 
soil of a town square wishes to know if sugar-house 
lime will answer in place of air-slaked lime, as the for- 
mer is much the cheaper. 

Most assuredly it will, for it is carbonate of lime in 
the full sense of the word. It is much more used in 
England and Germany than it is in the United States. 
Some parks get so trodden down that air cannot get 
into the soil, and the latter soon becomes sodden. 
A liberal application of lime is the first step toward 
reclamation.

These barred pul- 
lets are fine in form, elegant in feather, and altogether 
beautiful to look upon, and inasmuch as they began to 
lay when several days less than five months old and 
are still laying, averaging about five eggs each per 
week, I am naturally much taken up with them. Now 
what I want to know is how shall I proceed in order to 
perpetuate and establish a breed of birds of this color? 
Or would the close relationship tend to produce a race 
of bantams? Or, should I mate another cock and her 
that are unrelated to the parents of these and inter- 
breed their progeny with my present flock? I am to- 

; tally ignorant on these points, so please advise me as 

ae to the proper course to pursue, and also as to how long 

it would take to establish a strain or breed of the de- 
sired type and color.” 


The experiment of breeding a pied Minorca hen toa 
White Leghorn cock, getting ten pullets and two cock- 
erels, is very interesting. Six of the\ pullets and one of 
the cockerels are mottled or barred like Barred Rocks, 
and the others white. This is not quite as one would 
expect of such a mating, but there is no telling what 
is in the blood of apparently pure-bred fowls. That 
there should be no blacks is curious. Wanting to con- 
tinue breeding the cross-breeds that are barred, breed 
the cockerel to each pullet and keep the progeny sepa- 
rate, No, there is no danger of bantams coming. The 
pair that breeds truest to color should be kept. Black 
will show up in the cross-breeds. If a pair should breed 
entirely true of color, it would be very odd. Continue 
breeding from the best pair, breeding the first cock to 
the best pullet and the first hen to the best cockerel, for 
at least four generations. Only the first mating is seri- 
ously weak, and if a second pair breeds quite true, pos- 
sibly it would be wise to keep the progeny for the 
breeding pen, taking the best: male from one for the 
best female of.the other. Doing this often induces more 
variation in color than in ‘using one pair that are excel- 
lent as a start. It took years to perfect the Barred 
Rocks, and there is no predicting how long it would 
take to establish the strain. Four generations would 
show whether it is best to go on or not.

Allowing for this, the letter writing re- 
quired of a successful breeder catering to this business 
is almost the keystone to his success. For he must sell 
by mail, because his trade necessarily covers a wide 
geographical area, because the kindly word, the person- 
ality he expresses in his correspondence has an impor- 
tant bearing in landing orders. And when writing al- 
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ways remember that politeness is cheap, and that its 
liberal use never injures; that complaints can always be 
handled in a kindly spirit, and in a diplomatic way cal- 
culated to overcome al] misunderstanding. A satisfied 
customer is indeed a splendid asset to any business, 
consequently the seller can afford to be liberal to a de- 
gree. So much for the vender; now for the other fel- 
low. 

When buying eggs or stock from a responsible 
breeder, always bear in mind that it is to his interest 
to satisfy you; that he usually takes every precaution 
to have his flock vigorous and prolific. If the major-

WHY THE “‘COoPprERS” IN GERMANY HAVE SUCHA 
Happy TIME. 

{Baltimore Sun:] Some one has said that in Ger- 
Many it takes one-half of the nation to control the 
other. Certainly no foreigner visits the country with- 
out being struck by the immense numbers of the police 
and the innumerable regulations they have to put in 
force. “Verboten” (It is forbidden) seems almost the 
national motto of Germany. In a twenty-minute walk 
in a Berlin park you can count at least fifty notice 
boards, all forbidding something or other. 


You will find, for instance, that you cannot sit down 
on any seat you like. Some seats are marked “For 
Children Only,” some “For Nurses and Children Only,” 
others “For Adults Only.” There are separate paths 
for cyclists, pedestrians, riders, light vehicles and heavy 
vehicles, for ,children and for, ladies walking alone. 


There are notices forbidding people to walk on the 
grass and others forbidding dogs to walk on the grass. 
The German dog is said to be so thoroughly accustomed 
to obeying police regulations that any dog found on 
the grass is bound to be a forelgn dog. 


The German policeman carries’ a smal] library of 
books inside his blouse. He has to make innumerable 
inquiries and reports. No one in Germany can engage 
a@ servant without supplying the police with particulars 
as to her name, her age, her nationality, the color of 
her hair, her complexion, the state of her teeth, the 
period she is engaged for, and many other points.

| Trolley Cars in Paris. 

A battle royal has been waged in the Municipal Coun- 
cil of Paris between the trolleyites and the anti-trolley-- 
ites, and victory has smiled on the former. The ques- 
tion arose in connection with the renewal of the con- 
cession to the City and Suburban Electric Tram Com- 
pany, which insisted on extending its trolleys to the . 
Are de Triomphe. The Prefect of the Department of 
the Seine was favorable to the granting of all the de- 
sired privileges in the more populous districts, and the. 
committee indorsed his views. The opposition, how- 
ever, made a desperate onslaught on the scheme. Were 
we to see trolleys in the fashionable quarters, and in 
the Avenue de la Grande Armée? The idea was unbear- 
able. The trolley, they argued, was the most inesthetic 
of modern inventions. Wires dangling from the top of 
ugly posts, and trams running along with things like 
fishing rods, were offensive to the eyes. All the old ar- 
guments were reproduced. But a member of the com- 
mittee, a former chairman of the Council, delivered a 
great speech, in which he treated the objection to trol- 
ley wires as a mere prejudice. They were not ugly at 
all. The posts could be beautifully decorated, s@ as to 
be real works of art. The majority agreed with him, 
and practically the whole scheme was voted. Trolley 
wires may be erected on the Boulevard Malesherbes to 
the Place Wagram, and in numerous streets of the 
northern quarters of Paris as’far as the Northern Rall- 
way Station. The only clauses thrown out were those 
permitting trolleys to extend to the Arc de Triomphe, | 
and on the Boulevard Péreire—[Paris Correspondence 
London Telegraph.

| Walnut Blight Control, 


ROF. R. E. SMITH of the Whittier Pathological 

Laboratory is quoted as saying recently that wal- 

nut blight will soon be regarded as one of the mi- 
nor troubles of walnut growing. Soil fertilization, 
grafting to immune stock and cultural changes are: to 
be the avenues through which the troubles now beset- 
ting the walnut groves are to be reduced to minor pro- 
portions, And we are not asked:to have blind faith in 
these predictions, for the Whittier experts are carrying 
through a broad series of experiments calculated to 
demonstrate finally that walnut —— —_ be con- 
trolled. 

We must confess, however, that it is the faith we 
have in the thoroughness of the men in charge of wal- 
nut-blight investigation more than precedent that gives 
us hope for a solution of this fell disease. - But a labo- 
ratory like that at Whittier is not dependent upon what 
has failed of achievement in establishing a resistant to 
pear blight, or in the control of the Anaheim disease, 
the latter, by the way having become a menace again 
in one county, I am told, but these walnut investiga- 
tions are, some of them, novel and sensible, as for ex- 
ample, breeding 4» walnut tree that will put out late in 
the spring and thus avoid exposure to many days of 
early blight weather even if the tree itself is no more 
immune thar earlier growers. Above all, the Whittier 
investigations avoid cure-alls and quackery. Though 
the advancement may be slow and not even as hopeful 
as the investigators believe it to be, yet we know the 
effort is being made in the right direction and we must 


patiently await results, the growers meantime applying 


all the knowledge thus far gained.

Li ree Surgery. 


EFERRING to surgery for curing the gum disease, 

I see that Redlands is taking an interest in the 
process described recently in The Times. The growers 
interested have had with them -the originator of -the 
plan of tree-root relief. It must require some time to 
afford proof that the Lehman method of treating gum 
disease is really effective, but I see so much reason in 
it that I advise a fair trial. Mr. Lehman described this 
method nearly a year ago, but his letter was miscarried 
and did not reach me. Usually these new remedies are 
so absurd that one may dismiss each one as soon a8 
propounded, but when the tree healer tells one that 
root restrictions must be removed, sour soil aérated and 
clean new soil applied’ about the affected roots, it is 
time to make the trial. 


This reminds me of a fine plece of bridge grafting I 
saw recently in a Sacramento-county cherry orchard. 
One large limb had been bitten all the way around, not 
a shred of bark or outside wood remaining. The wound 
was dressed and entirely covered with paraffine. On 
opposite sides of the limb four cuts were made with 
a sharp chisel, the two above the wound slanting up- 
ward, the two below slanting downward. Two vigor- 
ous cherry scions were cut wedge-shaped at each end 
to fit the chisel incisions, the scions made longer than 
the span so they would hold the: wedges firmly when 
sprung in. Then the chisel wounds were also covered 
with wax.

Fruit Vicissitudes. 


' ANY people catch the fever of fruit growing erees 
the .most casual contact. They let their imagina- 
tion become inflamed instead of catching the disease 
in the good old way of exposing the reason to the virus 
It is true that 
the slower process of exposure does not always take. 


That is so much the better, for anything worth having 


is profitable with no half-way possession. I always ad- 
vise a land seeker from over the mountains to expose 
himself for at least three months before he lets the 
California fever possess him, which same advice is not 
popular with the quick-sales realty men. 


As I look through my field notes I see that a system- 
atic frost-blighting campaign is under way in Siskiyou 
county to protect “the winter apples from the May 
frosts; a dozen pages turned back and I find great 
damage from frost reported from nearly every citrus- 
growing county south of the Tehachepi. I turn to a 
letter that tells of the low average of prune settings at 
San José, and a friend just stated to me that there 
would be but 40 per cent. of a normal prune crop in 
Santa Clara county.

This is all there is to the “organization” story 
that will be heralded throughout the State and espe- 


ister purpose. 

There is strong disapproval of the way the agence 
renters put their fruit into the market, and also of the 
poor quality of fruit most of them grow. The same op- 
position would appear if white renters were in the place 
of these Japanese, and all with excellent reason. Sen- 
sible people see no race question involved, and the 
growers see it from a commercial 
point of view altogether. The movement to standardize 
deciduous fruits and ship nothing but good stuff will 
have a tendency to curtail the activities of the Japs, 
yet the growers who are in the business for profits do 
not care to see the renters year after year putting out 
a product that may ruin the market for superior fruit. 
Consequently there is much approval of Commissioner 
Bowman's plan of assembling the Japs and telling them 
they must take better care of the orchards rented, or 
be compelled to do so by law.. The Japanese meeting 
is an evidence of the uplifting movement to secure bet- 
ter fruit and send it to market in better shape. No or- 
ganization is contemplated. oh 


Curing Gum Disease. 


HE following novel method of treating gum disease 

is practiced by John Lehman of Glendora, who con- 
tributes its explanation in the following letter. As the 
work described was done in the spring of 1909, the re- 
sults claimed should be established by this. time: 

“I beg to inform you that I have been practicing sur- 
gery upon orange roots for quite a while around Glen- 
dora for the purpose of curing gum disease; Well 
knowing what the disease means, I started operations, 
since obtaining the expected results, with the- follow- 
ing experiments: Armed with moist soil taken ftom a- 
horse stable and with pieces of spring in the form of 
half-rings, [ did three different things. First,-I put this | 
soil on several roots, keeping it in place with pieces of 
canvas; second, I put half-rings on several roots and 
poured water on the soil after covering the roots to re-

F OLLOWING is a paper read by Dr. Margaret Goet- 


tler, of Pasadena at the first annual meeting of the 

Association of Naturopaths of California, held in 
Los Angeles on April 23: 

“Not to know at large of things remote from us, but 


to know that which before us lies in daily life is the 


prime wisdom.” These words by John Milton suit me 
fully tonight, for I come so poorly prepared to speak 
that I will surely not go back for data any further than 
I can possibly help. 


Repeatedly we are asked: “What is a Naturopath?” 
Where you try to find the word in a dictionary I fear 
you would have a_ée difficult time. The expression is 
somewhat older than our association, and was conceived 
by Dr. Lust of New York and Dr. Shultz of Los Angeles. 
These two are among the men who have brought the 
ideas for which the word stands to this continent. The 
word is a translation of the German “Naturheil- 
methode,” which means “The art of healing by and 
through nature,” that is air, light, water and earth; air, 
without which nothing can live; light, the greatest dis- 
infectant there is; water, the nourishment of nature, 
itself; and soil, imparting electricity. , 


“Some of the first and most prominent men in this 
movement have been: Presnitz, Schroth, Kneipp (he of 
the barefoot walking fame,) Krausse, Kuhne, Rickli— 
all these of Europe—and Trall and Rheinhold of New 
York, the last named in particular issuing excellent 
books. All have passed on for their reward, which they 
fully deserve, for these men have been true benefactors 
to mankind, true philanthropists, although none of 
them possessed, as my knowledge goes, much of any 
worldly means, but every fiber in them was yearning 
to do good to their neighbor. They were true Chris- 


tians. They have also fully disproven the principle of 


“stick. to the point when it is narrowly taken.” One 
ought rather say “hold fast to the line.”” Most of these 
men were not college bred, with a number of years more 
or less wasted, but good, practical laymen, natural 
scholars and common-sense thinkers. For this reason 
some individuals try to belittle them, but they forget 
that’ the founder of the manufacture of cotton was a 
barber, the screw propeller was invented by a farmer, 
the man:ito endow London with good water was a gold- 
smith, the inventor of the telegraph was a pho- 
tographer, and John Hunter. the physiologist, was a 
day laborer. 


“Neither is Naturopathy something new, for the 
Greeks knew fully the value of air baths. Arnold Rickli 
was the man to reinforce them in 1855. At present 
Dr. Winternitz is considered the greatest authority on 
Hydropathy in Germany. He, although an M.D., be- 
came a scholar of Priesnitz. Priesnitz died in 1852. 

‘“Kneipp took his ideas from Sigismund and Oscar 
Hahne, whose book was published as early as 1672. 
Kneipp added the use of non-poisonous herbs as teas 
and baths. At the time of his death in 1897 he had 
1500 patients at his water-cure establishment at Woeris- 
hofen, Bavaria. 

“The most prominent men of recent date in the field 
are Lahman, then Bilz, who has a magnificent sanato- 
rium at Dresden, Kolb, Platen and some others. At all 
of these establishments the vegetarian diet and non- 
stimulating drinks are encouraged to bring about best 
results in addition to their mode of treatment, which 
consists of sun and air baths taken in parks especially 
provided for that purpose, or as a substitute for the 
sun bath, the electric-light bath. Then vapor and her- 
bal baths, hot and cold packs and gushes, massage, and 
electricity, Hight theraphy, vibration, gymnastics, etc. 
Dr. Medtzger, formerly of Amsterdam, now of Wies- 


baden, is the best authority on massage. This mode- 


also originated with the ancients, and is greatly in use 


-in Japan, where the blind are educated to manipulate 


the body Reibmeyer is another authority on massage. 
Brandt, a major in the Swedish army, is another. Oste- 
opathy and chiropractic are also branches of Nat- 
uropathy. 

“Some one has aptly said: “How can we acquire 
‘courage if We never confront a danger? How can we 
acquire patience if we never bore a burden? How can 
the individual acquire pity if he was never allowed to 
see suffering of others?” All of these men mentioned 
had their full share of persecution and prosecution. 
Kuhne, who taught the oneness of disease and made 
wonderful cures, died with a broken heart, and our men 
of the present time are not exempt. Dr. Lust of New 
York has to sacrifice much of his time and money in 
the courts of that city, and Dr Carl Shultz, who 
brought Naturopathy to this Coast,“has had an abun- 
dance of trials and tribulations. Had it not been for 


his determination and courage and his good wife's labor 


and devotion to the cause, with the assistance of a 


capable third, George Dryden of San Francisco, who as- 
sisted in the political campaign, in addition to our 


friends who will speak later on, we would not be here 


to celebrate tonight. It was these people’s freedom and 


conviction of thought that brought such success to the 
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Naturopaths of this State, the only State of the Union 
so far advanced. 
“Naturopathy also encourages fasting, to clear stom- 
ach and mind; physical culture, to create deep breath- 
ing; and as to suggestion—every physician ought to be 
a suggestion to his patients for mind and body—an edu- 


cator. This reminds me of what Father Vaughan says } 


in his sermons from Shakespeare: ‘Shakespeare is a 
liberal education when we come ‘to understand educa- 
tion properly. It means something more than the 
knowing of dates and facts and figures, something more 
than a memorizing of rules and formulas. Education, 
when we come to understand, truly means, taking the 
first steps into God’s great world. It is getting our 
bearings aright on the sea of life. To me, education is 
the lighting of a lamp by which we may read aright the 
enigmas of life, the unfolding of the human soul, 
whereby we may drink in the wonders and the mys- 
teries and the laws and the beauties which the hand of 
God has painted all over the face of nature. True edu- 
cation is to know something of the heartaches, the 
death pangs, the anxious seekings, the bitter disappoint- 
ments and the soul’s yearnings of the human race, and 
so be able to attune our own hearts to be in harmony 
with God’s great world around us.” 


“This is and should be the ambition of our Naturo- 
paths—to assist our patients, mentally, as well as phys- 
ically, to bring them closer to God or nature—call it 
which you like—to make plainer, nobler characters of 
them, to teach them that we are only valuable as we 
make ourselves valuable to others, that there is no glory 
or true satisfaction in being a bull or bear of Wall 
street, that true happiness comes only with a healthy 
mind and body, and such can be attained only by mod- 
eration in eating and drinking, plenty of fresh air day 
and night, abundance of sunshine, cleanliness in thought 
ami body, and common-sense wearing apparel, such that 
will leave the body in proper poise where the Creator 
intended it to be. 


“Personally, I am convinced that the vegetarian diet, 
if the combinations are made correctly, is the better one 
to develop the best mental and physical powers. Not 
that we have more strength, but most assuredly more 
reserve energy, never being overstimulated. I also in- 
dorse it from a humanitarian standpoint, and would 
plead with a women to give this matter more thought. 


To my mind it certainly takes the most proficient 
woman to conduct a home and kitchen intelligently and 
thereby influence and benefit not only her own family, 
but indirectly the different sections of the whole human 
family. Woman is and always has been the making or 
unmaking of man in general. If you get to be master 
of yourself and palate, hold your inner self in hand. 
After that, listen to Nature. It is truly an easy mat- 
ter to be well. | 


“Allow me to urge you to jearn to know what Natu- 
ropathy fully stands for, time not allowing me all I 
would like to impress you with. Bear this in mind—

Prison Reform. 


T is pleasing to note a tendency toward the improv- 

ing of prison conditions throughout the country. 
There is surely ample room for improvement here, for 
these conditions are a disgrace to our so-called “civili- 
zation.” Moreover, they not only harm the criminal 
and harden his guardians, but they cost the taxpayers 
of the United States millions of dollars every year. 

Warden Hoyle of San Quentin recently allowed his 
women prisoners a treat, by permitting them to gather 
wild flowers in the prison inclosure. This may look to 
soine like a little thing, but it is not. There are great 
powers of reformation in flowers. as there are in music— 
much greater than in whips and shackles and “water 
cures.” 

The California State Board of Prison Directors, in its 
recent annua! report, suggests that Superior judges 
should use a little more common sense and uniformity 
of punishment in meting out sentences. The board 
also intends to recommmend to the Governor the estab- 
lishment of a reformatory for California for first offend- 
ers, say not older than twenty-five or thirty years, where 
they might be taught various industries, and endeavor 
made to transform them into good and useful citizens. 
A most excellent and praiseworthy idea, this.

by the Prison Reform League, of which Col. G. J. Grif- 
fith of Los Angeles is the leading spirit.
